wW Supported Leeds businesses through the COVID-19 
pandemic by providing over £170 million in business 
grants. 


w Declared a Climate Emergency, pledged to becoming 
carbon neutral by 2025, led the way by having the largest 
fleet of electric vehicles of any council in the country and 
embarked on an ambitious tree planting programme to 
plant 5.8 million trees over the next 25 years. 


y Committed to being a Living Wage City, paying all our 
staff above the National Living Wage and committing 
£5./m to increased pay for care workers. 


w Kept council tax lower than Manchester, Sheffield, 
Newcastle, Liverpool, Bristol and Nottingham. 


WY Delivered a council house building programme which will 
result in 1,500 new homes in the next 5 years. 


~W Kept all our 56 Children’s Centres, continued to deliver 
youth work across the city and kept open libraries and 
leisure centres.
